CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 7th 
June ; the French mail from London April 24 arrived out on the 
6th June. The following summary of news are from the 
North China Herald :-—— 


About 200 bales of silk having arrived, the market was 
opened to-day by the purchase of 50 bales market Tsatlee (about 

o. 5), for which the price reported is Tls, 255, about Tls. 115 be- 
low last ga opening rate, but 1s. above present London quota- 
tions. The first arrivals, as usual, are coarse and mixed in size 
and not well cleaned, but they are no guide to a judgment on the 
general quality of the << 

Seven yachts, the “perfect number,” presumably, for a fleet as 
well as for many other things, joined in the closing cruise of the 
8.Y.C. They were the Nimrod, Phantom, Charm, Lillie, Fearless, 
Fairy, and Dolly Varden. It was intended to rendezvous at the 
Tien-shan-hu, or Si-Tai-hu, as it is more generally called, but the 
wind was unfavourable, and the yachts had to restrict their 
movements to the river. Making the best of contrary winds, a 
sharp thunderstorm on Saturday night—in which the river was 
brilliantly lighted up by electricity for many seconds at a time— 
and of the tidal current, the yacht fleet and their houseboat 
friends worked up to near the Mao Pagoda by Sunday forenoon. 
Then, after a short stay, passed idly but not unpleasantly, they 
beat down river again, reaching Shanghai on Monday, at from 
2 to 6 A.M. 

A fatal accident happened in the powder manufactory at 
Loonghwa on Saturday. An explosion occurred, by which one 
man was killed and another so seriously injured that he has since 
died. We have not much confidence in Chinese manipulation 
of such dangerous material, and should not be at all surprised 
to hear some day that the Pagoda had been blown down. 

A few months since we commented on a case in the Mixed 
Court, of Mr. J. H. Mackie against his compradore, Wang 
Shang-yuen. After a patient hearing of the case before 
Dr. Yates and Chen, it has been found that the account presented 
by Mr. Mackie was correct. Wang or Tbe had shares in 
the Ping On, but even if these were valuable, there would be a 
large balance unaccounted for, and which the compradore is 
unable to pay. At his own request Wang was allowed to go to 
Nin to sell his houses and lands, in order to meet the claims 
of his creditors ; but it seems that the land had been mortgaged 
and could not be sold for more than the amount of the mortgage. 
In addition to the claims of Mr. Mackie, the compradore owes 
the Hoo-quong Bank over Tls. 10,000, Failing any assets, it 
remained for the Court to punish the delinquent debtor, and after 
reference to the Taoutai, Wang Shang-yuen is sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment at the Mixed Court, the term to begin on 

y, 1874, The Magistrate adds that, at the expiration 
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of the sentence, Wang will be released both from prison and 
from his creditors. 

Two important cases were heard on appeal from the Mixed 
Court, by HRM. Consul and the Taoutai ; H.M. Vice-Consul, 
Mr. Stronach, and the magistrate of the Mixed Court, being 
also on the bench. The Court sat in the Supreme Court room, 
which was crowded by Chinese, even to the jury box and the pas- 
sages alongside the doors. The first case was an action by 
Measrs. Carter and Co. against a silk broker named Chang-kee, 
to recover the amount of loss on a quantity of silk shied 
home in May, 1872; Chang-kee having been guarantor for a 
man named Yuen-kee. The transaction was rather complicated. 
In the spring of 1872, Carter and Co. lent Yuen-kee, under 

‘ Chang-kee’s guarantee, Tls. 6,575, to be repaid in two months, 
either in money, or half in money and half in silk. It was re- 
paid under the latter condition, and the silk shipped to England 
on Yuen-kee’s account. The shipment resulted in loss, and 
Carter and Co. claimed to recover from the broker and gua- 
rantor, Chang-kee; pleading that they had known Yuen- 
kee’s worthlessness from the beginning, and had relied on 
Chang-kee throughout the transaction, under the terms of the 
guarantee letter produced. But the latter contended that his 
responsibility ceased with the repayment of the loan, and did 
not extend to the shipment. The case was decided in Carter and 
Co.’s favour at the Mixed Court, and Chang-kee appealed. 

The second case was purely one of shipment. Carter and Co. 
shipped a quantity of silk to England to Messrs. Broughall and 
Co., on behalf of one Dee-say. The silk lost Tls. 4,313, which 
Carter and Co. sought to recover from Dee-say. Judgment was 

piven against the latter in the Mixed Court, but without speci- 
ying the amount, and the case was referred to the higher Court 
for decision. Dee-say contended that he had ordered the silk 
should be sold at once, and that it was through neglect of these in- 
structions that the heavy loss resulted. Carter and Co. contended 
—first, denial of neglect ; Dee-say had ordered the silk to be sold 
on arrival at market rate, and it had been impossible to sell at 
market rate; there was no market ; a man would value silk at 
twenty shillings, but decline to give eighteen ; silk had been 
simply unsaleable. Secondly--that if there had been neglect it 
was not theirs, but Messrs, Broughall’s, and Dee-say’s claim lay 
against the latter. The Court reserved judgment in both cases. 

The Shunpuo says, Ying Fantai has come down from Soochow 
to interview the Japanese Ambassador about the Formosa affair, 
and he and the Taoutai had an_interview with his Excellency on 
the 31st ult. The Ambassador is reported to have said that the 
despatch of the army to Formosa is only with the view of their 
remaining a short time to overawe the aborigines, and it does 
not at all follow that there will be any fighting. But this has 
been the cue of the Japanese all along, to represent the expedi- 
tion as a trifle. 

The Viceroy of Fuhkien has written to the Japanese Consul 
at Shanghai, affirming the right of China to the whole island of 
Formosa, without distinction of inhabitants—whether civilised 

‘or savage. Any acts of violence against ngers along the 
coast can be settled by reference to the Chinese Government ; 
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himself and beneficial to the community, and none who have ob- 
served his painstaking impartiality, and the justice of his decision 
can fail to hope that a proper recognition of the qualities he has 
displayed asa judgemay beshownat home. But notonly asa ju

The Chairman 
proposed that the resolution passed at the meeting held on the 
31st of March last, at which it was resolved to wind up the 
Company, be confirmed. This was seconded by Mr. Whelock, 
and passed unanimously. 

In the Supreme Court, before Sir E. Hornby, the case of the 
Stewards of the Shanghai Race Club v, the Shanghai Cricket 
Club was heard. The action was brought to obtain a perpetual 
injunction on behalf of ‘the Race Club against the Cricket Club, 
to restrain them from completing the roof they were putting on 
their pavilion. The case occupied a considerable time, the report 
of the aNeageoas.d occupying about fourteen columns of the 
North China Herald, and it was afterwards adjourned until the 
following week. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 13th June; 
no later mail from London had arrived out. 

The Dazly Press has the following on the late riot at 
Shanghai :— 

A very important question underlies the difficulty which has 
arisen on the French concession at Shanghai. The Consul claims 
complete jurisdiction over all the residents, and, as a natural 
corollary, he ought to be solely responsible for the maintenance 
of order. The question of cession or concession has long been 
agitated in Shanghai; and while the English and Americans 
have recognised the full territorial rights of the Chinese, and 
their full authority to govern and tax their own subjects as 
they think fit, the French have maintained that the bua of go- 
verning in the French concession was ceded solely to the French 
Consul. In consequence of this there has been a split in the 
local jurisdiction in the foreign settlements in Shanghai. On 
the one hand, the English and Americans have joined their 
settlements under a common jurisdiction, and have recog: 


only last year a Japanese shipwrecked crew was kindly treated | nised the right of residence on the part of other foreigners to 


by the aborigines, and handed over to Chinese officials, by whom 
they were sent up and returned to their own country. What 
right, then, has Japan to send an army to invade the place? The 
Consul is requested therefore to ask his Government to withdraw 
the troops. 

A Peking correspondent calls attention to the efforts that 
are being made to fortify the Peiho. A large fort is now being 
constructed at Hsin-chéng, about fifteen miles above Taku. 
Considerable interest is felt in the Japanese proceedings in 
Formosa. 

A Newchwang correspondent writes :—This province is quiet 
for the moment, but large bodies of banditti are reported to be 
on the northern frontier in—one may say—summer quarters. 
Our Tauotai is ordered to Peking, to be consulted with in person 
on the state of his district. He is a vigorous old man, and 
foreign officials will regret his departure. The Chinese gun- 
vessel on the station has departed suddenly, for no one knows 
where, on receipt of unexpected orders. There has been much 
rain of late, and the crops are likely, after all, to be poor. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes :—At our landrenters’ meet- 
ing on the 27th, to elect a member of Committee in place of Mr. 
Beebe, Mr. Wadman presented a report showing that, when the 
Customs paid up their contribution, the funds would be about 
sufficient for the contemplated works. These are progressing 
satisfactorily, about half the main street being near completion. 
A vote of thanks to the Committee was sed for what they 
had done, and Mr. Dumaresq was slsctad member. It was 
then determined to organise and maintain a corps of scavengers 
by a poll-tax of 30.50 per mensem ; so you see the Municipality 
is advancing. In conclusion, the section of the bund constructed 
by the Taoutai, Mr. Beebe and Mr. Alabaster, was presented to 
the community, and with a vote of thanks to the Chairman, Dr. 
Lord, we went from labour to refreshment. 

The departure of Mr. aud Mrs. Hannen from Yokohama leaves 
a blank far more than usually felt. For three years Mr. Hannen 
has occupied the post of Acting Assistant Judge of H.M.’s Su- 
preme Court in a manner which has been most creditable to 
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be the same as their own, while the French have maintained 
their exclusive right to their concession, and hold that any others 
than French can five within its precincts only with the express 
permission of the French Consul. In consequence of this, there 
are in Shanghai two distinct municipalities, the one known as 
the Anglo-American Settlement—being the junction of the two 
settlements formerly known by these respective names—and the 
French Concession, separated from them by a small creek some 
twenty yards in width, It is upon the latter that the recent 
disturbance arose ; aud consequently the status of the so-called 
concession may have much to do with the ultimate settlement of 
the matter, and with its bearing upon the security of foreigners 
resident in it in the future. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies in London is just the 
proper person to take steps for preventing junks being wrongfully 
overhauled or fired at by Chinese cruisers at Hong Kong. i 
at least seems to be the view of the local Government, as we 
learn that they have expressed an intention of withholding the 
report of the recent commission on this subject, so as to enable 
the document to be forwarded home, and the views of the 
Colonial-Secretary to be obtained. This is somewhat surprising, 
as we are informed that in reply to an application made recently, 
it was stated that the report would in all probability be published 
shortly. It will certainly be of very little value in enabling the 
Secretary of State to come to a sound conclusion on the subject, 
if it be unaccompanied by the views of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and of others in the colony interested in the matter ; and 
the delay which will be caused will render any practical measures 
a matter of difficulty. 

We hear that H.E. the Governor, accompanied by the Sur- 
veyor-General, some other local officials, and two or three mem- 
bers of Council, went round the island, and visited the light- 
houses in course of erection at Green Island and Cape d’Aguilar. 
Both these structures are now some seven or eight feet above 
ground. They are beivg built of massive granite, and give pro- 
mise of being fine and durable structures. The one on Green 
Island will be twenty feet high, and that on.Cape D’Aguilar 
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twenty-five feet. It is stated that after tiffin some speeches were 
made, and that a member of Council expressed his opinion that 
the trade of Hong Kong had never been in a more satisfactory 
state than at the present day. We make no doubt that a good 

many people on shore will be as delighted as surprised to hear of 
" this fact. 


Mr. R. Walker has been cited to Sl before the Hon. Chief 
Justice, in the Supreme Court, to show cause why he did not 
attend as a special juror when summoned in the case of Fabre- 

v. Wong-lai-chan and another. Mr. Creagh (the sheriff) 
stated that it was entirely his fault. He had aidvened the sum- 
mons to “ Mr. R. Walker, at Messrs. R. S. Walker and Co.'s.” 
Mr. R. S. Walker, who lived in the same street as Mr. R. 
Walker, had, therefore, attended. His lordship said Mr. Creagh 
ought to have known better than address the summons in that 
way, but the thing had evidently been a mistake. Mr. R. 
Walker was not at all to blame in the matter, and the explana- 
tion given would be sufficient. 

We have learned that the missionaries in Hangchow, who had 
built on the City Hill, and thus disturbed the Fing-shui of the 
place, have moved from the Hill into their new premises in the 
other end of the City, as arranged for between the United States 
Consul at Ningpo and the native authorities; the latter providing 
the new grounds and bearing the cost of erecting the requisite 
buildi on them, thus fulfilling to the letter the agreement 
into which they entered on the subject some months ago. The 
dwelling houses, schools, chapels, houses for the natives, &c., all 
in the same enclosure, are said to oe quite an imposing and 
home-like appearance, surrounded as they are on all sides by 
Chinese structures. The dwelling-house on the Hill is to re- 
main, to be used by the Chinese as a kind of theatre, or club- 
house; but they commenced to pull down the boys’ school-building 
just as soon as they possibly could after it was vacated. 


PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 

The Manila journals give the following items of news :— 
There have been planted in a village of the province of Pam- 
panga fifty specimens of the Hucalyptus globulus, the celebrated 
tree which is enjoying such favour in Europe, and is as remark- 
able for its height, foliage, and quick growth as for its health- 
giving properties. We congratulate Mr. Petel for having 
ip. mod into the archipelago these fifty Eucalypti, and we 
heartily wish to see the environs of Manila full of these trees, 
one of the liarities of which is to check the growth of the 
fevers ustially felt in this city at this time of year. 

A new kind of raw material has just been utilised for paper 
making. The material referred to is the megass, that is, what 
remains of the sugar-cane after it has been crushed completely 
to extract the juice. Until now the said megass has served 
merely for fuel and manure, but, from experiments made, it has 
come out that pulp made from the aforesaid megass might be 
produced with great cheapness, at less than a third part of the 
cost of the manufacture of the pulps now obtainable. It appears 
also that the process for converting the megass into pulp isa 
very simple one, owing to which there is no doubt that those 
who wish to increase to an enormous amount the usefulness and 
the benefits of the sugar-cane will adopt it. In the Philippines 
the value of the produce will be raised by many thousands of 
dollars yearly. 

On Friday, the 15th, some piratical Moorish vessels were sighted 

rom the ‘elisa of Batang, district of Bacon. The brave inhabi- 

tants of that place hastened immediately to receive the ferocious 
Sooloos, should they endeavour to land; these inhabitants 
repaired to the seashore from a distance, on which patrols were 
stationed by order of the authorities, after 6 p.m. Fortunately, 
fresh alarms have not as yet been raised.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the and 
June ; the P. and O. mail from London May 15 was received on 
the 14th June. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

The Government Gazette contains a circular from the Colonial- 
office, notifying that, in accordance with an arran nt existi 
between the Colonial and India-offices, Chartered Joint-Stoc 
Companies will not be empowered to establish agencies and 
branches in India until they shall first have conformed to the 
existivg; laws of that country. The Gazette also publishes the 
text c%"an extradition treaty concluded between Great Britain 
and Austria, which came into effect on the 30th of March last ; 
also the convention of 24th January last, between Great Britain 
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and France, supplementary to the treaty of commerce and navi- 
gation of 23rd July, 1873. 

We have before had occasion to direct the attention of our 
commercial public to the growing importance of the trade between 
Australia and these Settlements, and the advisability of fostering 
and increasing that trade by every legitimate means. In our 
columns of yesterday we ‘ntormed our readers that news had 
been received by telegram from Port Darwin, the northern 
Settlement of South Australia, that an assay of ten tons of 
quartz crushed there had resulted in a yield of 771 ounces of 
gold, or 77 ounces to the ton! We have no reason to doubt the 
correctness and authenticity of this despatch. The yield here 
indicated is very great, showing a money return of more than 
£250 per ton. The importance of this can best be realised 
by taking into account that Victorian Companies find 
it a payable matter to work reefs whose quartz when crushed 
yields only five pennyweights, or gold to the value of 
about twenty shillings per ton. The geographical position of 
Port Darwin, as well as that of the other Settlements in the 
north of Australia, is very favourable to its future trade with 
Singapore. The merchants there, provided they meet with en- 
couragement, will find it greatly to their advantage to make this 
their entrepot, instead of having to adopt the long and circuitous 
route via Adelaide for the shipments and the transaction of their 
business. Again, a great deal of the trade consequent upon the 
extension of the lucrative pearl and pearl-shell fisheries at and 
near Port Walcott on the north-west coast of Australia is now 
done at Singapore, whither, with proper management, much 
more will eventually come. It is well worth the while of our 
mercantile community to direct a portion of their attention and 
enterprise towards fields of future profit which promise so well 
as do those of the Northern Settlements of Australia. 


PENANG. 

Mr. T. F. Ford inne is acting as taney judge of Penang 
at present) opened his court recently, and as none of the 
members of the Bar were present he immediately adjourned till 
the following week. It is to be hoped that neither the Bench 
nor the Bar will for the future be wanting in punctuality—hi- 
therto the latter has proved far more punctual than the former. 

His Excellency has promised to hand over $10,000 out of the 
Beach-street fund to a committee, to be elected by the Chinese 
inhabitants of Penang, in order to build them a town hall. 

His Excellency the Governor has been visiting the province, 
accompanied by the Lieutenant-Governor, Colonel Anson, the 
Surveyor-General, Mr. McNair, the Inspector-General of Police, 
Captain Dunlop. Sir Andrew left the jetty at 9.30, in the police 
launch Mata Hata, and proceeded to Batu Kawan estate. From 
thence his Excellency journeyed to Nebong Tebal, inspecting the 
police stations at Bukit Tamboon and Sunghy Bakup on the way. 
After receiving some deputations at Nebong Tebal, his Excel- 
lency remained at Caledonia Estate to sleep. Very early in the 
morning the estates of Caledonia, Victoria, and Kreean were 
visited by his Excellency. The works, the coolie lines, and the 
hospitals were all most carefully inspected. After breakfasting 
at Caledonia the Governor returned to Penang, calling at Golden 
Grove and Pry Sugar Estate during the journey. e believe 
his Excellency settled the site of the new hospital at Sunghy 
Bakup during his visit. 

A meeting of the Executive Council has been held in Penang, 
and we hear that it was resolved at it that the provisions of the 
Peace Preservation Ordinance are to be put in force stringently 
throughout the island. The grounds for taking such extreme 
measures are not apparent to the public generally, and we can 
only surmise that the authorities, feeling that the police force is 
totally inadequate to the work of keeping order, owing to its 
smallness, have resolved to enforce the Act in order to assist or 
relieve it. We await some explanation as to the actual cause of 
this movement before commenting upon it. 

The late Rajah of Rendong, Kaw Soo Cheang, whd has abdi- 
cated in favour of his son, Kaw Sim Kong, is at present in 
Penang, and purposes  vbipeecare fy China in his yacht a few 
days hence. e learn that this distinguished chief retires from 
public life for .

IMPORTS, 

CrEr00.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe, and Co. report as follows :— 
During the past month we have had a fair enquiry for Grey Shirtings 
and T-Cloths, but for Drills and Fancy Cottons there has been scarcely 
any demand. Woollens have been neglected. Metals: Iron con- 
tinues in fair enquiry, but Lead is now in heavy stock, and is yery dull 
of sale. 

SHancHal.—The businees of the week had been comparatively small, 
and demand had been confined chiefly to heavy Shirtings, heavy T- 
Cloths, and Black Velveta, all which had risen considerably in value, 
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The two first-named articles had been wanted by consumers, but the 
improvement in Velvets was attributable to speculation in expectation 
of large orders from Hankow. As usual, at this season, money was 
dear amongst the natives. 

Foocuow.—The following sales were reported, viz.: 1,000 pieces 
6 lbs. T-Cloths, at $1.85 per piece ; 500 pieces 7 lbs. T-Cloths, at $2.15 
per piece ; 150 pieces 84 lbs. Grey Shirtings, at $2.53 per piece ; 1,000 
pigs Lead, at $8 to 8} per picul. 

ManiLa.—The market for Plain Staples had undergone little change 
since last advices, and although a considerable amount of business had 
been transacted, prices in most cases remained the same. Coloured 
goods continued quiet.

At the date of our last we reported only a moderate business, in 
consequence of high prices, and comparatively small supplies. At the 
beginning of the week, however, arrivals began to come forward much 
more freely, notwithstanding which prices were well maintained, and 
in some cases showed an advance. The market for Oonfar teas was 
opened on the 27th ult., at the extreme price of 37 Taels, and since 
that time a large but irregular business has been done in these kinds. 
Ningchow teas only have steadily declined, and though occasional chops 
are still taken at extreme rates, many have been settled eight to ten 
taels under prices current at the opening. Lye-ling teas have been 
bought at Tls. 24.50 to 25.50 against Tis. 22.50 to 23.60 last year. At 
the time of writing the market is weak for all classes, and we look for 
a heavy decline. The Agamemnon left on the 28th May, the Glenart- 
ney on the 29th May, the Hong Kong and Glenfalloch on the 81st 
May. Vessels in port are the Cawdor Castle ss, (engaged full), the 
Gordon Castle s.s., and sailing vessels Ada and Cutty Sark. The Nan- 
kin s.8. is expected during the week. Freights, by steamer, £5 to 
£5 10s. ; sailing vessel, £4 12s. 6d. to £5 per ton. 

Snanonal. —During the week there had been a steady business in 
tea at Hankow. It was said that prices had largely fallen, and this no 
doubt was true as respects the Ningchows. Of the Oonfaas the ac- 
counts were not very favourable ; though strong teas, they appeared to 
lack quality and were rather dusty, and it was said that they were 
mixed with Shontam leaf. Up to date settlements up the river 
amounted to 150,000 chests, but as there were almost daily departures 
from Woosung, and also arrivals of tea from day to day by the river 
steamers, of which the destination was not at once settled, it was 
hardly possible to fix very precisely what had been done so far. About 
4,000 packages of tea had arrived, but so far only two musters had been 
placed on offer, and it was probable that the bulk of these arrivals con- 
sisted of tea for transhipment. 

Foocnow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.'s report says :—In this 
market no purchases of country teas have as yet been made ; Pehlings 
however have been in good demand, and prices have advanced con- 
siderably, many of the later purchases of good parcels costing Tls. 2 
over last season. The quality of the crop on the whole must be con- 
sidered inferior to last year. The low country teas, such as Yung How, 
Saryune, Suey Kut, Kien Tong, &c., seem poorly made. The Siew 
Miews are also not so good in make, but the liquors are fair. No Sou- 
chongs have yet arrived. The few Oolongs shown are of good colour 
and make, but are wanting in strength. Flowery Pekoes and Scented 
Teas : The musters at present on the market are too few for any de- 
finite opinion to be formed. Pehlings costing from Tls. 23 to Tls. 314, 
freight £4 10s., Exchange 4s. 54d., lay down in London at 1s. 7d. to 
2s. Ojd. In port awaiting new teas for London :—The steamers 
Glenearn, Braemar Castle, Crocus, Montgomeryshire, Cheops, Sirius,

THE SAIGON CONSULATE. 

(July 24th.) Lord STANLEY of ALDERLEY asked the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs whether Her Majesty's Government intended to fill 
up the post of British Consul at Saigon, which was now vacant. 

The Earl of DERBY said there was no information at the Foreign- 
office of the existence or even the probability of the vacancy assumed 
in the question of his noble friend. The Consul was absent on leave 
obtained in the early part of this year. In his absence the Consul left 
aa his deputy a gentleman who was partner in a firm at Saigon. He 
was not aware whether that gentleman was a British subject, but he 
believed he was very well fitted to discharge the duties in the temporary 
absence of the Consul. He did not think there was any reason for 
avoiding a new appointment in the case of a vacancy.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

(July 21st.) Mr. B. Cocorane asked the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether, by a new regulation, Consuls serving in South 
America, China, or any trying climate, were permitted to count for 
every year of service two years towards a pension ; and, if so, why the 
same favour was not extended to the Diplomatic Service. 

Mr. Bourke: There is no new regulation to the effect suggested. A 
regulation was agreed upon between the late Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs and the Board of Treasury by which two years’ service 
in unhealthy climates was to count as three in calculating the pensions 
far the Consular Service. This is in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee of the House of Commons on the Diplomatic 
and Consular Services. The regulation is intended to meet the case 
of Consular officers stationed for considerable periods at particularly 
unhealthy places, It was not recommended by the Committee for the 
Diplomatic Service, whose members are not as a rule stationed at places 
to which it would apply. 


THE INDIA AND CHINA MAILS. 

(21st.) Mr. D. Jenkins asked the Postmaster-General whether the 
statement in the daily press was correct as to a proposed alteration of 
the contract now existing between Her Majesty's Government and 
the P. and 0. Company for the conveyance of the mails, and if 
80, when the conditions of such alteration would be laid upon the table 
of the house. 

Lord J. Manners (the Postmaster-General) said some alterations had 
been made in the contract between Her Majesty's Government and the 
P. and O. Company, but, so far as he knew, the statements which had 
appeared in the daily press with regard to the nature of those altera- 
tions were altogether incorrect. The new contract was in the printer's 
hands, and would shortly be distributed. 

(23rd.) Mr. Witt1am HoLMs gave notice to ask the Postmaster-General 
if he has arranged to allow the P. and O. Company to run their steamers 
with the heavy portion of the Indian mails through the Suez Canal ; and, 
if 80, to what extent the transmission of that portion of the Indian mails 
will be retarded : what deduction from the subsidy of £449,000 per 
annum is to be made on uccount of the permission thus granted : and, 
is he aware that his two predecessors in office recommended that a con- 
siderable deduction from that amount should be made in that 
contingency. 

(24th.) In reply to the above question Lord J. Manners stated that 
by the new contract with the P. and O. Company it was arranged that 
the company might run their steamers with any portion of the mails 
through the Suez Canal. No part of the mails would be retarded in 
consequence ; on the contrary, there would be an acceleration for both 
the heavy and the light mails to the extent of twenty-fours. A de- 
duction of £20,000 a year had been made from the subsidy on account 
of thischange. An additional saving would be effected in consequence 
of no premium being paid in future, and there would be a further 
saving arising from the fact that payments by the company in respect 
of overtime would henceforth be compulsory. Aiectien the saving 
under the new contract would amount to about £24,000 a year. 


Pabal and Military. 


The command of the China Squadron has been conferred upon 
Vice Admiral Alfred Phillips Ryder. Captain Philip H. 
Colomb (1870) will probably be appointed flag-captain, and 
Mr. Thomas H. L. Bowling, paymaster R.N. (1866), secretary. 
The Admiral will proceed in the Audacious, the new flag-ship, 
and is now at Chatham, superintending the fitting out of the 
vessel.—The paddle despatch-vessel Vigilant will, it is stated, 
be shortly commissioned for special service as tender to the 
Audacious. 

Colonel A. Bassano, C.B., half-pay late 32nd Foot, will succeed 
Brevet Major W. C. O'Shaughnessy as assistant mili secre- 
tary at Hong Kong, when the latter officer’s staff service shall 
expire next month. Colonel Bassano has seen considerable 
service in India. 














From a return, just issued, showing the whole of the dockyard trans- 
actions during the financial year 1872-78, it appears that in the Hong 
Kong yard the ships repaired, refitted, &c., were the Iron Duke (flag- 
ship), Adventure, Avon, Banterer, Barrosa, Cadmus, Curlew, Dove, 
Dwarf, Elk, Flamer, Hornet, Juno, Leven, Manilla, Melville, Midge, 
Nassau, Opossum, Orontes, Princess Charlotte, Rinaldo, Ringdove, 
Salamis, Sylvia, Teazer, Thalia, Thistle, and Zebra, and a number of 
jaunches, lighters, and barges. The value of the materials issued for 
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of £32,788 ; but the value of the materials returned was £12,564, 
leaving a net total of £20,224. ‘T'o this, however, are to be added the 
incidental and establishment charges, £14,908, which brought the total 
for repairs, &c., in the Hong Kong yard to £35,132. Several of the 
above-named ships received supplies from the Shanghai yard during 
the year. The total cost, inclusive of incidental and establishment 
charges, was £468. 

A scene of some interest was witnessed at the Kendal parish church 
on the evening of the 18th inst. being, the depositing of the Chinese 
imperial standard captured in the year 1841 by the 55th foot (West- 
moreland regiment) from the Imperial army at the battle of Tinghae, 
Chusan, China, during the war of that year. Major-General Daubeney, 
late commanding the 55th, and other officers, were present. The 
Kendal rifle corps, headed by the band, preceded the standard, which 
was borne unfurled by Sergeant-Major Higginson, late sergeant of the 
55th, and serving under the major-general in the war, and afterwards in 
the Crimea. The colours were affixed to the wall above a large monu- 
mental tablet to the memory of a number of officers and men of the 55th, 
who have fallen in action. 

Lieut.-Colonel J. Sanderson, retired full pay Ist Foot, joins the Royal 
Foundation of the Military Knights of Windsor, vice Captain Desbo- 
rough, deceased. Major P. Cahill, late 56th Regiment, has been ap- 
pointed to the Lower Foundation, to fill an existing vacancy. Major 
Cahill served with the 49th Regiment throughout the whole of the 
operations in China (medal), commencing with the first taking of 
Chusan, and terminating with the demonstration before Nanking. He 
also served in the Eastern campaign of 1854, was present at the battle 
of the Alma and siege of Sebastopol, and was severely wounded. 

The Distinguished Service Reward, vacant in consequence of Major- 
General Armstrong's death, has been awarded to Colonel S. F. C. 
Annesley, 10th Regiment. Colonel Annesley served with the 87th 
Foot in Ceylon during the rebellion in 1848, and with the 10th in the 
Indian campaign of 1857-58. 

The following changes in the Medical department of the Army have 
been made :—Surgeon-Major A. P. Cahill, M.D., from Ceylon to England; 
Surgeon-Major R. M’Nab, M.D., from Hong Kong to Singapore; Surgeon- 
Major J. B. Baker, from Hong Kong to Singapore. 

The Netherlands steam sloop Bandjermassing, three guns, Lieut.- 
Commandant Ehorle, from Helvoet bound for Atchin, put into Fal- 
mouth on the 20th inst. for the purpose of coaling, and proceeded the 
same evening via Malta and the Suez Canal. 


The Victor Emmanuel, which sailed for Hong Kong on the 5th inst. 
arrived at St. Vincent, Cape de Verde, on the 20th inst. ; all well. It 
is expected she will reach the Cape of Good Hope by the Ist of 
September. 

The Teazer, Commander H. A. Digby, from the China station, arrived 
at Malta on the 11th inst., ninety-eight days from Hong Kong, and 
twelve days from Port Said.

JAPAN MISSIONS. 

Tho Church Missionary Intelligencer contains a Nagasaki letter from 
the Rev. H. Burnside, in which he gives an interesting account of the 
of his mission work. Application had been made to the Go- 

vernor of Nagasaki for permission to open a mission school in the native 
town where, in addition to English, the Bible would be taught. His Ex- 
cellency refused this permission, indicating that he did not object to the 
school itself, but he had decided against the religious influence which 
would be brought to bear on those who would attend. The project had 
to be abandoned for the present, but Mr. Burnside has not given up the 
idea. The mission premises are very much too far away from the town, 
and Mr. Burnside has decided, if he can raise the necessary funds, to 
build nearer the native town. The Rev. C. F. Warren writes from 
Osaka, ‘“‘ We in Osaka are without the protection of foreign guns, and 
Kobe is no better off, as the Russian gunboat Sotol has left for Nagasaki. 
The troops at present quartered here are dressed in French uniforms, 
but there is a sad want of discipline amongst them. I am thankful to 
say that we have no ground to fear that we shall need their protection.” 


MR. ROBERTSON’S REPORT ON YOKOHAMA TRADE. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in noticing Mr. Russell Roberteon’s report on 
the trade of Yokohama, says :—The sudden influx of European goods 
and the requirements of a foreign market some twenty years ago seems 
to have acted as a dissolvent element in the whole social and political 
constitution of Japan. Nothing, indeed, is more striking throughout 
the report than the evidence continually afforded of the wide reach of 
the influences set in motion by such commercial activity as foreigners 
develop wherever they found a trade in the East. The change in the 
cost of articles and the purchasing power of the precious metals is only 
among the earliest results; the first move in the great game of com- 
merce which in this case ended in checkmating kings and arousing 
Eastern populations from a “sleep of a thousand years,” as a Japanese 
Miniater himself expressed it. When we read that tea—now as great 
a necessity to the Japanese as to the Chinese—was only introduced in 
1605, and tobacco about the same time, we are disposed to ask how 
not only the Japanese, but all Western nations, contrived to bear the

become to all the millions of the presert day, to whom the 
deprivation of the one or the other would be almost a calamity. 
Wine and malt and spirituous liquors could very imperfectly supply the 
more gentle stimulus of tea or the soothing and sustaining influence of 
tobacco. Perhaps the wine and spirits and beery potations may have 
met the coarser wants of a less artificially ~ artured body. But with our 
later experiences of the evil effects of the stronger potations of 
Northern races, we may well eavy nations who find in the weakest in- 
fusion of the tea-leaf and the mildest form of tobacco all the comfort of 
this kind that their nature or constitution requires, And this appears 
to be true of by far the greatest part of the population occupying 
Eastern Asia, numbering probably a third of the whole of the human 
race. We are not debtors to the Chinese or Japanese for our tobacco, 
and there are many still left in Europe who think it a doubtful acqui- 
sition. But this cannot be said of tea or silk, or porcelain or lacquer 
ware, in all of which products these two nations are to this day un 
rivalled by the foremost and cleverest European workmen. We may 
well show some patience, therefore, if we find them slow to see all the 
merits of free trade and competition, and learn that, like some nearer 
and dearer friends, they require educating up to the higher conceptions 
of the Western intellect. 





Honours to THE Lorp Mayor AND THE SHERIFYS.—The Queen 
has conferred a baronetcy on the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, Bir 
Andrew Lusk, and the dignity of knighthood on Messrs. Johnson and. 
Whetham, the Sheriffs of London and Middlesex, in“commemoration of 
the marriage of the Duke of Edinburgh and of the Czar’s visit to the 
City. Sir Andrew Lusk, Bart., M.P., is a native of Barr, Ayrshire, 
where he was born in 1818. He is a merchant, shipowner, and pro- 
vision dealer in the city of London, and is a director of the Imperial 
Bank and other companies. In 1865 he was returned to Parliament 
in the Liberal interest for the borough of Finsbury, which consti-, 
tuency he still represents. Heé is alsoa deputy-lieutenant and a justice 
of the peace for Middlesex. He became Lord Mayor of London in 
November last. Sir John Henry Johnson, one of the sheriffs of London 
and Middlesex, was born in 1827. He is the sole representative of the 
old established house of Messrs. John Johnson and Sons, of the Corn 
Exchange. Alderman Charles Whetham, alderman and sheriff, was 
born in 1812. He was elected alderman for Bridge Ward, in the city 
of London, in 1871, and is connected with many public companies in 
the City. By the honours just conferred titles are now borne by twelve 
out of the twenty-six members of the Court of Aldermen. In addition 
to Lord Mayor Lusk and Sheriff Whetham, there are Sir R. W. Carden, 
Sir W. A. Rose, Sir B. Phillips, Sir Thomas Gabriel, Sir J. C. Law- 
rence, Sir Thomas Dakin, Sir Sills Gibbons, Sir Sydney Waterlow, Sir 
Thomas White, and Sir Francis Truscott. This is the fourth year in 
succession in which the Lord Mayor has received a title, a knighthood 
having been conferred upon Alderman Dakin in 1871, and baronetcies 
upon his three successors, Aldermen Gibbons, Waterlow, and Lusk. 


THE conversion of a young Japanese to Christianity is just reported 
from Frankfort-on-the-Maine, where he was sent by the Ambassador at 
Vienna to superintend and control the printing of paper money for his 
Government. Having already acquired a good knowledge of the Ger- 
man language, he became acquainted with Pastor K. von Gerlach, the 
garrison chaplain, and evinced such a strong desire to be initiated into 
the mysteries of the Christian religion that the clergyman good- 
naturedly offered to give him a regular course of instruction, which 
was gratefully accepted by the young Japanese—who is said to 
be the scion of a very wealthy and influential family in his 
native country—and which made such a deep impression on him that 
at his own special request he has now been publicly received into the 
bosom of the Germau Protestant Church. The ceremony of baptism 
was performed by the above-named clergyman on Sunday week at the 
parish church of Seckbach, a village about two miles distant from 
Frankfort, in the presence of the assembled parishioners, pastor Hart- 
man and the missionary Strobel ucting as his sponsors. 


Tue Board of Trade report on railway accidents during 1873 has been 
published. It appears that the total number of persons killed on rail- 
ways during the year,was 1,372, and the number ofinjured was 3,110. Of 
these, 160 persons killed, and 1,750 persons injured, were passengers ; 
and the remainder, 1,212 killed, and 1,360 injured, were officers or 
servants of the railways companies, or trespassers, or others who met 
with accidents at level crossings, or from miscellaneous causes. Of the 
passengers, 40 were killed, and 1,522 were injured, from causes beyond 
their own control. The total number of passenger-journeys gti 
been "455,272,000, it follows that the proportion of passengers kill 
was in round numbers 1 to 2,845,450, and of paasengers injured 
1 to 260,155. The report concludes with a series of suggestions for 
securing increased safety. They refer to the judicious selection and 
training of officers and servants, a thorough maintenance of permanent 
way, sufficient siding accommodation for goods traffic, and continuous 
breaks, .

Che Pondon & China Celegraph, 
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BARON VON RICHTHOFEN’S PROPOSED 
RAILWAY. 

In the London and China Telegraph of June lst we 
placed before our readers this scheme, as propounded by 
its author at a meeting of the Berlin Geographical So- 
ciety, but it appears to us to be set forth with greater 
clearness in the paper which the Baron has contributed to 
the July number of the Geographical Magazine, and we 
therefore take this opportunity of again calling attention 
to this very important matter. 

“ The completion of the railroad across North America,” 
observes Baron Von RICHTHOFEN, “first suggested the 
“idea of direct communication between Europe and 
‘“‘ China, the chief consuming and producing countries of 
“the world. In considering the question in detail, the 
“ object is, of course, the utilisation of existing ‘trade- 
“ routes in combination with existing lines of railway, and 
“two projects have thus grown up.” These are denomi- 
nated the Russian and the English projects, the former 
uniting Nijni-Novgorod with Peking by a line past Ormsk, 
Tomsk, Irkutsk to Kiachta, and then across the Mongolian 
desert ; and the latter joining the valleys of the Indus 
and the Ganges on the one side with Europe, and on the 
other with China. For various good and valid reasons 
Baron Von RICHTHOFEN looks upon both these projects as 
impracticable, and, as he remarks, neither ot them would 
by any possibility occur to any one looking at the question 
from a Chinese standpoint. The great goal of railway en- 
terprise is not Peking (for that city and the districts im- 
mediately surrounding it have no great commercial im- 
portance), but “that densely-populated and fertile alluvial 
“ plain which lies beyond the eastern prolongation of the 
“ Kuen Lun range and the lower courses of the Yang-tsze 
“and the Hwang-ho. . . . To the north, where the Hwang- 
“ho breaks out from its mountain cradle, lies the true gate 
“‘ towards Central Asia,” and the real key to communica- 
tion with it is Si-ngan-fu. From this town there is a wide 
natural route leading straight into Central Asia, and this 
route undoubtedly offers the “best line of approach, whe- 
“ ther for caravans or armies, as well as the best, if not the 
“only, site for a line of communication.” This narrow 
tract or belt of country, “in which the towns Lan-chow-fu, 
Kan-chow, and Su-chow successively occur,” is found to be 
level and fertile, and “hard by Su-chow it widens out, and 
“a little beyond the last great gate (Kia-yu-kwan) the 
‘“ Great Wall is reached.” The extreme importance of this 
route is clearly shown by various events in Chinese _his- 
tory in both ancient and modern times, and Baron Von 
RICHTHOFEN briefly draws attention tothem. Beyond the 
Great Wall the road is tolerably level to the oasis of Hami, 
a distance of 1,560 /i, and after that it lies through steppes. 
At Hami the Tien Shan range is reached, and here the 
road divides, the southern portion running from one oasis 
to another past Kashgar and Yarkand, and the northern 
one leading along a steppe-like country studded with wells, 
past Barkul to Kuldja, which was annexed by Russia in 
1872. This road, which we have thus hurriedly sketched, 
is, we are told, “the best natural line for a railway from 
“ China to Europe; . . . the best proof of the goodness of 
“ the road, and the absence of any important physical diffi- 
“ culties, is that up to the time of the recent political dis- 
“‘turbances, camels were rarely used by travellers, but 
“ waggons were almost exclusively adhered to.” The 
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worst part of the road lies between Si-ngan-fu and Lan- 
chow-fu, where a lofty mountain has to be crossed, but the 
gradients are easy: beyond this the road is level, and 
there is no lack of water. The distance from Si-ngan-fu 
to Kuldja is 2,245 miles, and as native carts travel from 
point to point in eighty days, it is clear that there can be 


no great difficulties to be overcome, for that is their usual - 


rate everywhere in the plains of Northern China The 
road from Hami to Yarkand is shorter than that to 
Kuldja, “but Yarkand is situated in a regular cul-de-sac, 
and a railway line would inevitably be brought to a stand- 
still at that point. 

Baron VoN RICHTHOFEN thus sums up the advantages 
of the route which he advocates :—It is the most direct 
line of communication between China and Europe, and it 
enters China proper at the only point where a good road 
exists from the westward. Such difficulties as arise from 
broken and mountainous country are (as unanimous ac- 
counts tell us) conspicuous by their absence. The approach 
from the plains of China to Si-ngan-fu, and the road thence 
for a part of the way towards Lan-chow-fu, are not unac- 
companied by difficulties, as the yielding Jéss soil is there 
met with ; but, immediately on entering the thickly popu- 
lated districts of China, one may look for a most profitable 
return for one’s capital. Without wishing to be captious, 
we cannot but think that our writer rather underrates the 
difficulties presented by the Yellow River—“ China's sor- 
row "—but we must hope that European engineers would 
be able to deal satisfactorily with them. One feature, 
we are reminded, lends supreme importance to this 
route, and that is the ease with which coal can be pro- 
cured. In Shansi and Kansu it is found in great 
abundance, and on the road to Hami and from Barkul 
along the northern slopes of the Tien Shan it is fairly 
plentiful; being used as fuel at every station. All things 
considered, Baron VON RICHTHOFEN is of opinion that 
“ the line is not only one favoured by nature and one of 
“which the importance is borne out by history, but its 
“ direction is exactly that best suited for the object sought, 
“ while the ease with which it can be laid down and main- 
“tained will render the cost of transporting goods very 
“ moderate.” He does not pretend to decide on the best 
1oute after leaving Kuldja, for there, he says, there is no 
knotty geographical problem to solve, and he thinks that 
“ the direction finally chosen will probably be determined 
on from political considerations.” Whether the line 
eventually joins the Russian system by either of the two 
routes, or “whether efforts will be made to effect a junc- 
“tion with M. de LESsEPs’ proposed line to India, .. .. 
“ these questions have but a slight importance as regards 
“ the portion of the trans-continental line which will cross 
“the plateau of Central Asia, inasmuch as at the most 
“ they can but affect its extreme western end.” 


THE daily papers lately published a statement referring 
to a proposed alteration in the P. and O. Company’s con- 
tract for the conveyance of the mails. This paragraph 
was copied by our overland contemporaries, and our readers 
may have been surprised that so important an item of in- 
telligence should have been omitted from our own columns. 
The reply made to Mr. D. JENKINS in the House of 
Commons by the Postmaster-General, at once places the 
rumour referred to in its proper light, and shows that the 
reports on the subject were incorrect. The practice we 
have adopted of ignoring statements which are not well 
founded we consider the wisest. Exceptions to this rule 
of course occur occasionally. 


THE Parliamentary return of the number and names of 
the ships employed in conveying coolies from India and 
China to the British West Indies since the lst of January, 
1872, to the present time, has just been issued. There 
were fifty-nine vessels from India, with a total embarked 
of 27,086 coolies, out of which number 1,162 deaths oc- 
curred and 176 births. The mortality on board the ships 
Humber, Woodburn, Golden Fleece, Hereford, and Kute Kellock 
was heavier than that on the other ships, amounting in 
one case to sixty-eight deaths. The only vessel from China 
is the Corona, which took 388 immigrants to British Guiana.

THE COINAGE OF HONG KONG AND THE 
STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

From the Fourth Annual Report of the Deputy Master of 
the Mint, which has just been issued, we learn that among the 
colonial coinages executed during the past year were a coinage 
of the nominal value of £6,250, in silver pieces of 20c., 10c., and 
5c. for the Straits Settlements, and a coinage of the nominal 
value of £12,000, in pieces of the same depominations, for Hong 
Kong. Two coinages, which the pressure of the demand for 
Imperial coinage has rendered it impossible for the Mint to 
undertake, have been placed in other hands, namely, a silver 
coinage of the nominal value of £8,000, in 20c., 10c., and 5c. 
pieces, executed by Messrs. Heaton and Sons, of Birmingham, 
for the Government of Hong Kong ; and a copper coinage of 
fifty tons, in 1c, $c., and 4c. pieces, for the Government of the 
Straits Settlements, entrusted in the month of May to the Cal- 
cutta Mint. Part of the latter coinage was afterwards trans- 
ferred to the colony of Labuan. 

The following table exhibits the number and value of coins 
struck in the Royal Mint, as mentioned above :—

ASSAY OF JAPANESE COINS, 

In his Report, above alluded to, Mr. C. W. Fremantle also 
states that in September last portions of “ pyx” coins of gold 
and silver, and pieces from “ test ingots,” taken from the coinage 
of the Japan Mint during the year, were, by direction of the 
Japanese Government, forwarded to the Treasury, with a request 
that their Lordships would be pleased to permit test assays of 
them to be made by the Mint in London, and would cause a 
report of the results to be transmitted to Osaka. In accordance 
with this request, the assays were made in the Royal Mint in 
the month of November, and the result, which in each case gave 
proof of the accuracy of the work performed, was in due course 
communicated to Major Kinder. 


THE ORDEAN STABLE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph,) 


Srr,—On reperusal of my letter to you of the 8th inst. I must 
say I am surprised at the warmth of “ A.B.’s” aeiomder. No 
nm can be more grateful than I am to Lord Stanley of Alder- 
fey for the interest he takes in Straite affairs, only I should like 
to see his energies employed in a more useful manner to public 
interests. This is a matterof opinion. Had his lordship backed 
up the Straits Association when from 1868 to 1872 they 
clamoured at the doors of the Colonial-office, and obtained from 
Lord Kimberley then the inquiry he asks for now, Sir Harry 
Ord, on the spot, would have had necessary popes and witnesses 
round him, and the result might have tended to public justice 
and general advantage.

tionable. 

But in writing I did not intend to create ill feeling and dissent, 
but rather concord, if possible. My wish was to show how all 
those interested in the Straits Settlements might best unite to 
promote the present and future prosperity of that flourishi 
colony, being strongly of opinion, with Archbishop Whately, 
that it is “useless to shiver for last year’s snow.” — Yours

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsore, Jury 21. 

Numerous instances having been adduced to show how the unlimited 
use of private signals in the merchant service interferes with those of 
vessels in distress or requiring the aid of a pilot, affecting the lives of 
the crew and safety of the ship, it seemed expedient to issue some 
general regulations on the subject, if possible by international agree- 
ment; but owing to the great pressure of business it has hitherto been 
ned from one seasion to the other. It seems now, however, that 

the authorities are taking up the matter in earnest, and it is to be 
~' hoped it will be brought to a satisfactory solution without any further 
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delay. The Chancery of the Empire recently sent a copy of the Eng 

lish Merchant Shipping Act of 1873 to the Governments of all the 
maritime States of Germany, with a request for their opinion if it was 
advisable to introduce the same code of signals as that contained in the 
Act, or whether it would be better to draw up a separate one for 
the use of the German mercantile marine. With the exception of 
Oldenburg, who suggested the expediency of several alterations, all 
the other Governments were unhesitatingly in favour of the former 
alternative and the adoption of the English code. In consequence of 
this almost unanimous expression of opinion, in which the Chancellor 
cordially agreed, the draft of a decree embodying the contents of the 
above cited Act of Parliament has now been drawn up and submitted 
to the Bundesrath for their approval and promulgation. 

A conference of delegates from all the commercial seaport towne of 
Germany is convened to meet at Danzig in the beginning of next 
month to take into consideration the expediency of memorialising the 
Chancellor with regard to the introduction of a general code of mari- 
time law, and have already sent a circular to the various Chambers of 
Commerce in such ports requesting them to consider the subject and 
send a representative prepared to give their decisive opinion. The 
Hamburg Chamber of Commerce has already returned an answer de- 
clining to take part in the conference, on the ground that the present 
is not an opportune time for pressing the Government on so important 
a subject. On the other hand, the majority have replied in the afirm- 
ative, and signified their intention of sending a delegate duly in- 
structed to support the proposal. 

Since I last. wrote to you on the subject of the introduction of the 
new currency, great progress has been made, and there is now no 
doubt that it will become an accomplished fact on New Year's-day. 
During the few days that Prince Bismark spent at Berlin on his journey 
from Varzin to Kissengen, he insisted on the necessity of putting an 
end to the dreadful state of uncertainty and suspense as soon as poasible, 
and so it was settled that the date fixed for the Prussian dominions 
should be the lat of January next. This has been officially announced, 
though the decree has not yet been published, but there is plenty 
of time for that, as the law requires only three months’ pre- 
liminary notice to be given, and long before the end of Sep- 
tember the summer holidays will have come to an end, and the 
Emperor, Prince Bismark, and all the great officers of State, will have 
returned to Berlin from their travels and visits to the bathing-places, 
and have resumed their usual official avocations. The King of Saxony 
and the Duke of Brunswick have published decrees—both dated July 
1—ordaining the introduction of the new currency in their reapective 
territories on the lst of January. Hamburg has received 50,000 marks 
worth of the new currency and put it in circulation, which is a great 
relief to the retail trade, where the scarcity of small coins for change 
was 80 severely felt that the tradesmen were put to all sorts of shifts 
to content their customers. In bringing this to the notice of the public 
the Finance Department declared their readiness to part with the new 
coins to the public on application as far as the amount at their disposal 
went, in sums of six, twelve, eighteen, and twenty-four reichsmarks 
for the equivalent in the old currency, and in coins of ten, five, 
two, and one pfennigs respectively. They further point out that 
the new currency is already a legal tender, but that no one is 
bound to receive in payment a larger amount than one mark (100 pf.) 
in the above-named four denominations of coin. And finally they give 
notice that the legal value of the coins is 74 pfennigs for a schilling 
Hamburg currency, but that sums ending in half a schilling are to be 
reckoned at 4 pf. and one schilling are 8 pf. The whole amount at the 
disposal of the Finance Department was totally absorbed the first day, 
and ten times as much was vainly applied for. 

In a former letter I informed your readers that the gold coins of the 
separate States of Germany lost their legal and nominal value on the 
1st inst., being called in, put out of circulation, and the new gold cur- 
rency given in exchange. The largest number of these were found to 
be the Prussian Friedericks d’Or, which always passed current at the 
fixed value of 5 thalers 20 silbergroschens, but now that they are 
shelved as money and have only value as gold the banks and dealers 
will not give more than 5 thalers 5 groschens for them. And here an 
unforeseen and peculiar difficulty has been brought to light, and will 
probably give rise to an Act of special legislation to redress the oversight. 
In some of the older provinces—especially East und West Prussia—it 
has been the custom from time immemorial to make out the value of 
landed property, houses, mortgages, and other objects either in “ thalers 

old” or in a certain number of “ Friedricks d'or.”. The latter had no 
fixed value till 1832, when they became a legal tender and worth 5% 
thalers, or 17 marks of the newcurrency. It therefore remains to be 
settled at what rate the older deeds of mortgage, rent, interest, &c., of a 
date anterior to 1832 are to be calculated on reduction to new currency. 
It was formerly the custom to give and take an agio of 4 groschens for 
the “thaler gold,” but custom and usances are not binding in law. 
Still, however, in fairness and equity the persons interested have some 
claim to be heard, as it would be very hard on them to make them suffer 
such a serious loss, which was certainly not contemplated by the Ger- 
man Parliament when they passed the new currency law, as not a word 
was said about it in the debates by any speaker who took part in them. 

It is further officially notified that the South-German two-florin 
pieces cease to be a legal tender after the end of September, and will 
be exchanged for their equivalent in new currency till the end of the 
year, after which period they will only have value as raw silver at the 
market price of the day. The Austrian quarter-florin pieces are no 
longer allowed to pass current in Germany. Sixteen hundred bags of 
these coins, collected at the public offices at Berlin and elsewhere, have 
been sent hither to be melted down by the Refining Company in this 
city.

r. Weitzel, the late Minister of War, and Mr. Taalman Kip, who 
recently accepted the portfolio of the naval department, will retain 
their offices. But who will fill the other vacant seats? There are 
plenty of rumours, but it is of no use to repeat them. It seems very 
probable that Mr. Heemskerk will endeavour to engage the old Liberals 
to back him, and that he will not seek tho support of the Clericals, 
either Protestants or Roman Catholics. This suggestion is based on an

It is almost incredible that Mr. Heemskerk should appeal to the Liberal 
party, or rather to a fraction of that party.

Mr. A. Moens was in the chair, 
and in his opening speech said much in praise of the late Dr. H. Bosch, 
who has left his library to the society. You will remember that the 
vitality of this society has been for some time very doubtful, and the 
general opinion was, that this meeting would be the last. It was, how- 
ever, decided that another endeavour should be made to gain the 
sympathy of the public. A report was read upon the education of the 
natives, and it was urged that further efforts should be made in this di- 
rection. The meeting approved, but the question remained how to cover 
the expenses, since the Government will not co-operate ! Nevertheless 
a resolution in the sense of the report was put and carried, and in the 
meanwhile endeavours will be made to find the funds. The budget 
was approved of. There is an unfavourable balance, but the members 
flatter themselves that this may be covered. The Rev. J. H. Maronier 
and Mr. J. Van Gennep were re-elected managers of the society.

No decided alteration is observable in the Produce Markets 
most of the principal articles still wanting relief from the con- 
tinued dull monotony, and the downward course in the value of 
several remains unchecked. 

TEA. 

There has been some excitement during the week amongst importers, 
who show great anxiety to sell, but buyers, seeing the weight of Tea 
available, play a waiting game, and have, so far, the best of it, as prices 
from the first sales, ex Glenartney, show a drop of 2d. to 3d. per Ib. on 
all but finest quality, which is in small supply, and sells at compara- 
tively good prices. Further inspection of the yield leads us to con- 
clude that the crop is not quite equal to that of last season, and the 
Ningchows have been too extravagantly estimated. The first supplies 
of Pakling have been offered, and are disappointing in quality, but the 
few parcels sold, owing to the scarcity, realised very high prices, 
ranging from 2s. to 2s. 3d. per lb. The new make Congous, ex late 
arrivals, are selling at a shade better prices. Capers are selling at 
ruinously low rates, owing to the high cost. 

Messrs, Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—In our last we alluded briefly 
to the arrival of the Glenartney and partial sale of her cargo at full prices 
for first samples on offer, especially for good medium kinds. Since 
then the Agamemnon and Glenfalloch have arrived, and the whole of 
their cargoes have been put on the market, the quantity being in excess 
of the requirements of the buyers, exporters operating very sparingly, 
whilst the trade have bought less freely than usual. The result 
been a decline of fully 2d. to 3d. per Ib. on the opening rates of 1s. 9d. 
to 1s. 10d. for good medium kinds, such now being obtainable at 1s. 6d. 
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to 1s. 8d., fine kinds of which first sold from 1s. 11d. to 2s., are not 
now worth more than 1s. 9d. to 1s. 104d. per 1b., whilst finest 
have fairly maintained opening rates, say from 28, 2d. to 2s. 6d. 
per lb., with some few superfine chops from 2s. 7d. to 2s. 104d. per Ib., 
the latter being chop Poh Chun. The quality of the crop we consider 
about equal to that of the last season, whilst the few Ning Chows, which 
have been seen, prove to be finer than last. Pak Lins :—A few 
thousand boxes arrived by Euphrates steamer from Marseilles, and 
were placed on the market yesterday, and sales were made of some 
portion of them from 2s. to 2s. 2d. per lb., the quality being inferior to 
first arrivals Pof last year. In old season's teas business has been too 
limited to afford subject of remark under separate heads, the chief 
sales being made at public auction without reserve at about pre- 
vious prices. In Green Teas but little has been done, prices 
showing no material change. Scented Teas: Canton Capers of new 
import continue very dul] of sale, and chiefly find buyers at public 
auction at low prices, leaving very heavy losses to importers. Orange 
Pekoes are also selling very irregularly, and at unsatisfactory prices. 
The market is bare of Fuochow kinds, both of Caper and Orange Pekoe. 
Public sales of new season’s Congous and Scented Teas took place on 
the 17th, 20th, 22nd, and 28rd inst., comprising 6,685 packages without 
reserve, and selling at the decline noted above in the body of the cir-

Messrs. James Goddard and Co.'s Circular says :—Three steamers, 
with new season’s Moning, have arrived, and have placed on the 
market about 7,000,000 Ibs. of Tea. The market opened with a few 
sales from Is. Yd. to 1s. 11d., and one parcel at 2s, 44d., but at the 
former prices particularly the dealers only bought sparingly, and a 
considerable drop in value immediately occurred. Since all the Teas 
have been seen a slightly more steady market has been apparent (with 
a good deal of irregularity in value), cunsidering the quantity here and 
immediately to arrive. The trade throughout the country have not 
responded, or bought with anything like confidence. Importers have 
occasionally given some support by the refusal of offers, but small 
without reserve sales are held every day. The quality appears to be a 
good average one, and better than last year; and prices, quality con- 
sidered, are under last year, whilst cost price would seem to be con- 
siderably over. The quantity sold bears only a small proportion to the
